Claims 7-10 recite, inter alia, a semiconductor optical device comprising a 
semiconductor substrate, a stacked body formed at least by a cladding layer having a

first conductivity, an active region formed by an active layer or a photoabsorption layer 
and a cladding layer having a second conductivity, said stacked body being provided on 
said semiconductor substrate and formed like a mesa stripe, wherein both sides of said 
stacked body are buried by a burying layer formed at least by a semi-insulating 
semiconductor crystal, the width of said active region is smaller than each of the width 
of said cladding layer having said first conductivity and the width of said cladding laver 
having said second conductivity and a Ru - doped semi-insulating layer is provided in a 
space between said burying layer and said active region in both sides of said active 
region.. The art of record does not disclose or anticipate the above limitation in 
combination with other claim elements nor would it be obvious to modify the art of 
record so as to form a device including the above limitation.
